"Garrison's office las been in 
contact with me, and. there's a 
chance I might reconsider about 
testifying In New Orleans," he said. 

But Hall said he had asked for the 
audience with Meese "to, protect 
myself in the event I do decide to go 
to New Orleans." 

He added, "I felt first I should give 
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a n y information that 
might be of value to a 
proper authority fn Cali- 
fornia, and I decided the 
governor's legal affairs se- 
cretary was thai proper ' 
authority. 

"I don’t actually know if ■ 
what I had to tell. Mr. 

\Ice>o will be useful to 
anyone investigating the 
resident’s murder, but I 
felt if there's a chance it 
might be, I ought to tell 
him."

It was then, he said, that 
he decided, to go to Meese. 

. After hearing Halj’s story, 
Meese declined, comment 
on it. 

Story Studied 
The Warren Commission ! 
investigation focused on 
Hall, but only briefly and 
then inconclusively, in the 
very late stages of the 1964 
inquiry which found Lee 
Harvey Oswald to be the 
lone assassin. 

He figured in it because .

bylvia Octio, then a 26- 
year-old refugee from Cas- 
tro Cuba. 

Mrs. Odio told the FBI 
her Dallas apartment had 
been visited in late Sep- 
tember, 1963, by three 
men seeking her help in 
anti-Castro activity. One. 
she said, was introduced 
to her as "Leon Oswald," 
a man described by one 
of his companions as a 
'crack marksman" who 
favored assassinating Mr. 
Kennedy because of the 
Bay of Pigs failure. 

After the assassination, 
Mrs. Odio said she saw a 1 
picture of Lee Harvey 
Oswald flashed on televi- 
sion. She said she recog- 
nized him as one of her 
three visitors, then faint- 
ed. 

Name Submitted 
The commission asked 
the FBI to tiy to find the ■ 
three men in an attempt to 
determine if her story had ' 
substance. The FBI came 
up with Hall's name. 

The commission con- 
cluded that because of the 
contradictions in what 
Hall told the FBI and its 
own evidence that Oswald 
was elsewhere' on that 
date — Oswald could not 
have been one of the three 
men who visited Mrs. 
Oriio's apartment. 

However, the incident 
still troubles critics of the 
Warren Commission Re- 
port, not the least of whom 
is O’.st. Atty. Garrison. 

Garrison has charged 
New Orleans civic leader 
Oav L. Shaw and Bradley 
G'h conspiring to kill M : 
Kennedy. He also has said 
■ hat Oswald and the late 
D..’ <d W. Ferric, a New 
Or leans eccentric, were a 
Dart of the plot-. 


An extradition hearing 
for Bradley is scheduled 
before Meese in Sacramen- 
to June 5, according to his 
attorney, George Jensen of' 
Beverly Hills. 

Shaw, indicted more 
.than a year ago, still is. 
awaiting trial in New Or- 
leans. 

He apparently has ex- 
hausted his last legal ap- 
peal before his case g?es 
before a jury there, possi- 
bly late next month O' ear- 
ly in June.
